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SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AEEA 

The  Urban  District  of  Broadstaixs  and  St.  Peter's  is  situated  on 
the  extreme  easterly  coast  of  the  Isle  of  Thanet,  and  is  bounded  by  the 
North  Sea  and  the  English  Channel.  It  is  sited  on  an  upthrust  of 
chalk  which,  besides  giving  a high  altitude  and  good  drainage,  gives 
the  town  the  advantage  of  seven  bays  sheltered  by  chalk  cliffs,  all 
facing  east  and  south-east.  This  geographical  position  ensures  a 
bracing  climate  of  great  benefit  to  visitors  and  residents  alike. 

Broadstairs  has  long  been  a "family"  type  of  resort,  and  although 
many  improvements  have  taken  place,  great  pains  are  taken  to  ensure 
that  its  established  character  remains  unchanged. 

Social  Welfare:  Elderly  People 

Due  to  improved  medi  care  and  social  conditions,  more  people 
are  living  to  a greater  This,  in  turn,  has  led  to  an  increasing 

social  problem  - the  wel"r-r::  of  the  elderly,  with  its  attendant  need 
for  domiciliary  and  reside'"  ial  services.  The  County  Council,  through 
its  District  Officer,  Homo  V'urses,  Health  Visitors  and  Domestic  Help 
Service,  provides  the  greater  part  of  these  services,  but  much  valuable 
work  is  done  by  voluntary  services  such  as  the  W.R.V.S.,  the  Over  60 
Clubs,  and  the  "Good  Neighbour"  Scheme  of  the  Old  Peoples  Welfare 
Committee.  In  this  way,  many  of  the  needs  of  the  lonely  and  incapaci- 
tated are  catered  for  with  the  object  of  maintaining  such  persons  in 
the  familiar  surroundings  of  their  own  homes.  In  conjunction  with 
the  W.R.V.S.,  a modern  kitchen  has  been  provided  to  improve  the  very 
popular  Meals-on-Wheels  Service.  There  is  also  a Dining  Club  attached 
to  this  kitchen  for  the  use  of  the  more  active  elderly,

The  Area  Organiser  has  kindly  supplied  me  with  the  fo-.,-  ving 
information  with  regard  to  the  work  done  in  the  Urban  Distrio; 
during  I969:- 

The  Domestic  Help  Service  is  administered  by  the  Kent  County 
Council.  During  the  year  approximately  2^2  cases  of  sick  and  aged 
persons  were  assisted,  this  number  including  7 lying-in  cases. 

There  were  approximately  22  helps  engaged  on  this  work.  The 
service  is  limited  to  the  performance  of  essential  domestic  duties. 

In  addition,  the  following  services  are  administered  by  the 
Kent  County  Council  and  run  in  conjunction  with  the  Domestic  Help 
Service. 

(i)  Family  Care  Service 

This  service  is  provided  for  a maximum  period  of  three 
months  where  the  mother  of  two  or  more  children  is  absent  from  home 
for  medical  or  domestic  reasons.  During  1969i  one  such  case  was 
assisted, 

(ii)  Family  Welfare  Service 

This  is  a service  provided  for  a mother  who  needs  advice 
and  guidance  upon  all  aspects  of  household  management  and  budgeting 
and  care  of  children.  It  is  a free  service.  Supervisory  visits 
are  made  periodically  by  the  Area  Domestic  Help  Organiser  for  five 
years  from  the  commencement  of  the  service.  During  the  year  there 
were  no  new  cases  served, 

(iii)  Evening  Service 

This  service  is  provided  for  aged  persons  to  ensure,  where 
necessary,  they  are  made  safe  and  comfortable  for  the  night.  There 
were  no  cases  during  the  year  under  this  service, 

(iv)  Night  Attendant  Service 

There  were  no  cases  of  aged  chronic  sick  persons  provided 
with  this  service  during  the  year. 
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Chiropody 

A chiropody  scheme  for  Old  Age  Pensioners  is  operated.  This 
service  is  available  for  men  over  65  years  of  age  and  for  women  over 
60  years  of  age  and  may  be  obtained  on  application  to  the  District 
Officer,  Margate.  Treatment  is  carried  out  at  the  Clinic,  25,  St. 
Peter’s  Road,  Broadstairs. 

Health  Visitors  and  School  Nurses 

The  County  Council’s  Health  Visiting  and  School  Nursing  Services 
continued  to  be  carried  out  in  the  usual  way  by  the  two  Health

Convalescent  -and  Childrens'  Homes 

Broadstairs  has  always  been  a popular  choice  for  childrens’  con- 
valescent homes,  due  to  the  benefits  accruing  from  a bracing  climate. 
Happily,  over  the  years,  the  general  need  for  such  homes  has  diminished, 
and  today  only  three  are  sited  in  the  area,  as  follows 

St.  Mairy’s  Childrens  Home,  accommodating  ^ children; 

Port  Regis  ” " " 63  ” ; 

Lanthorne  ” ” ” 102  ” . 

In  April,  196? , a Unit  was  opened  in  the  groionds  of  the  Lanthorne 
Childrens  Home.  The  purpose  of  this  Unit  is  to  provide  combined 
education  and  therapeutic  treatment  for  approximately  35  children  aged 
from  two  to  eleven  years  suffering  from  Cerebral  Palsy  and  other  similar 
disabilities.  Therapy  can  be  provided  for  children  under  two  years  and 
it  is  important  that  these  children  are  sent  for  treatment  as  soon  as 
possible  after  reaching  the  age  of  six  months. 

Facilities  include  three  classrooms  equipped  with  aural  and  visual 
aids,  an  individual  tuition  room,  modern  physiotherapy  department  and 
gymnasium,  heated  hydrotherapy  pool  and  a special  room  for  speech 
therapy,  etc. 

Children  from  East  Kent  in  need  of  these  facilities  are  eligible 
to  be  considered  for  admission  to  the  unit  and  are  conveyed  daily  to 
and  from  their  homes  by  the  County  Ambulance  Service, 
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The  following  establishments  also  provide  residential  accommo- 
dation, combined  with  educational  facilities,  for  children  requir- 
ing special  care  and  attention  on  health  grounds

For  adults,  there  is  a convalescent  home  run  by  the  Hearts  of 
Oak  Benefit  Society,  which  accommodates  ^6  adults,  both  male  and 
female.

There  are  two  residential  homes  for  elderly  people  in  the 
district:  Bradstowe  Lodge,  administered  by  the  Kent  Old  Peoples' 
Housing  Association  Limited,  with  30  beds,  and  Carlton  Lodge, 
administered  by  the  London  Borough  of  Wandsworth,  accommodating 
50  residents  from  the  London  area.  The  County  Council  also  provide 
a home,  Newmans  Home,  Lanthome  Road,  accommodating  66  men,  all 
with  some  degree  of  social  inadequacy.

Most  of  the  registered  nursing  homes accommodate  some  elderly 
people  as  rooms  become  available. 

The  housing  of  old  people  is  a problem  facing  all  local 
authorities  and  assistance  in  this  direction  has  been  given  by  the 
local  Council.  As  part  of  its  housing  development,  it  has  provided 
47  bungalows,  accommodating  both  single  persons  and  married  couples, 
42  one-bedroomed  flats,  and  a Warden  operated  Old  Peoples  Flatlet 
block,  comprising  35  living  units,  with  a communal  lounge,  laundry 
room,  central  heating  and  a large  garden  area.

Mental  Aftercare; 

A Mental  Health  Service  for  the  prevention,  care  and  aftercare 
of  mental  ilness  and  defectiveness  is  operated  by  the  County  Council, 
and  the  District  Officer  is  the  appointed  ’’Duly  Authorised  Officer" 
for  this  service.  There  is  one  privately  operated  registered  mental 
aftercare  home  - 31»  Fitzroy  Avenue  - and  one  holiday  home  for 
mentally  sub-normal  people  - Verulam  House,  Chandos  Square  - in  the 
Urbein  District. 

The  Thanet  Training  Centre,  adapted  by  the  County  Council  from 
a children's  convalescent  home,  has  been  provided  for  the  purposes 
of  training  people  of  sub-normal  intelligence  to  do  every-day  jobs 
of  employment,  or  if  they  are  not  capable  of  normal  employment,  to 
be  kept  gainfully  occupied  during  the  day.  The  Centre  can  accommo- 
date 27  residential  trainees,  ranging  from  infants  to  the  age  of  l6, 
and  a further  103  day-time  trainees. 
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Road,  Home  and  Water  Safety 

These  matters  continue  to  be  dealt  with  by  a Sub-Committee, 
known  as  the  Accident  Prevention  Sub-Committee,  which  consists  of 
nine  members  of  the  Council,  and  three  co-opted  members  representing 
the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  the  Ratepayers'  and  Residents  Association 
and  the  Townswomen's  Guilds,  together  with  advisory  and  consultative 
members  representing  the  Police,  the  Education  Authority,  RoSPA,  East 
Kent  Road  Car  Co.  Ltd.,  the  local  Hotel  and  Guest  House  Association, 
the  Kent  Fire  Brigade,  W.R.V.S,,  the  Old  Peoples  Welfare  Committeei 
the  Council  Housing  Tenaints*  Association  with  a Health  Visitor  and 
the  Chief  Cycling  Training  Instructor  and  Examiner. 

The  Sub-Committee  has  plenary  powers  provided  it  works  within 
the  limits  of  an  approved  programme  and  financial  estimate. 
Representatives  are  sent  to  quarterly  meetings  of  the  Thanet  Towns 
Joint  Safety  Council,  the  Kent  and  Sussex  Accident  Prevention 
Federation  and  the  South-Eastern  Area  Group  of  Home  Safety  Committees. 
The  Council  is  a subscribing  member  of  the  Road,  Home  and  Water  Safety 
sections  of  RoSPA. 

Poster  campaigns  are  carried  out  at  intervals  and  local  schools 
and  organisations  are  circularised  about  the  matters  for  which  the 
Sub-Committee  is  responsible.  The  Sub-Committee  has  several  poster 
board  sites  in  the  Urban  District,  two  more  were  provided  in  I968  and 
more  are  envisaged.  Posters  are  changed  monthly. 

Satisfactory  progress  continues  to  be  made  with  the  operation  of 
the  National  Cycling  Proficiency  Scheme  for  Children,  Training  has 
been  carried  out  by  voluntary  instructors  and  the  Council  is  most 
appreciative  of  the  services  given  by  them.  Of  the  children  who  were 
trained  in  1969,  I5I  took  the  proficiency  test,  1^4  passed  and  1 
failed.  82  "Ensigns  of  the  Order  of  the  Knights  of  the  Road"  badges 
were  awarded.  A copy  of  the  Highway  Code  is  given  to  each  child 
trained  under  the  Scheme,  It  is  the  aim  of  the  Council  to  secure 
that  every  child  who  rides  a bicycle  will  be  trained  under  the  Scheme, 
either  during  the  last  year  cf  attendance  at  a local  primary  school 
or  during  the  first  two  years  of  attendance  at  a local  secondary  school 
or  technical  school.  During  the  six  years  ending  19^9 ^ over  I5OO 
children  have  been  trained.  The  cycle  training  area,  which  was  pro- 
vided in  1985  at  a cost  of  about  £1,850,  is  extensively  used.  A shed 
has  been  provided  at  the  training  eirea  for  the  storage  of  the  traffic 
signs,  lights,  etc,,  which  are  used  in  connection  with  the  training 
and  examinations  of  children  under  the  Scheme, 

Local  cycle  dealers  examine  childrens  cycles  free  of  cost  and 
without  obligation  to  engage  them  to  carry  out  any  repairs  found 
necessary. 
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Support  is  given  to  the  R.A.C./A.C.U.  Scheme  for  the  training^  of 
motor-cyclists,  scooter  and  moped  riders  which  is  operated  in  Thanet  by 
the  Thanet  Towns  Joint  Safety  Council,  of  which  the  District  Council  is 
a constituent  authority. 

As  in  previous  years,  the  annual  Road  and  Home  Safety  Exhibition  was 
held  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  August  in  conjunction  with  the  annual  Horse 
Show  and  Gymkhana  which  is  organised  each  year  by  the  Council,  As  usual 
the  show  was  excellently  supported  by  the  County  Council,  the  Fire  Brigade, 
RoSPA  and  various  local  organisations. 

Road  and  Home  Safety  matters  were  under  the  control  of  an  Honorary 
Road  and  Home  Safety  Officer  who  acts  in  a voluntary  capacity. 

The  Water  Safety  Campaign  was  continued,  special  posters  being 
displayed  in  each  bay,  amongst  other  places,  and  copies  of  the  Water 
Safety  Code  were  on  sale  at  the  office  of  the  Harbour  Toaster,  who  has  been 
appointed  the  Honorary  Water  Safety  Officer,  Police  Officers  make  special 
reference  to  the  Campaign  when  giving  safety  talks  at  local  schools.  A 
Water  Safety  section  was  incorporated  in  the  Exhibition  referred  to  in  a 
preceding  paragraph. 

Schools 


The  Kent  County  Council  is  the  Education  Authority  for  the  Urban 
District,  and  it  has  provided  five  new  schools  since  the  war,  serving  the 
needs  of  schoolchildren  all  over  Thanet,  The  nine  schools  in  the  town 
comprise  two  Technical  High  Schools  (boys  and  girls),  two  County  (one 
mixed  and  one  for  girls)  and  one  Voluntary  Mixed  Secondary  School  and  two 
County  and  two  Voluntary  Primary  Schools,  The  educational  needs  of  adults 
are  catered  for  at  the  adult  education  centre  at  Hilderstone,  St.  Peter's 
Road,  There  are  also  six  private  boarding  schools  and  two  private  day 
schools .

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


Water  Supply 

The  whole  of  Broadstairs  and  St.  Peter’s  Urban  District  is  within 
the  statutory  area  of  the  Thanet  Water  Board  set  up  by  the  provisions 
of  the  Kent  Water  Act,  1955*  The  Council  has  two  representatives  on 
the  Board. 

V/ater  for  the  Council's  area  is  transferred  from  the  Board's 
reservoirs  at  Fleet e to  the  water  tower  in  Rumfields  Road,  and  thence 
gravitates  to  the  area.  Most  of  the  water  in  Fleete  Reservoir  comes 
from  Wingham  Pumping  Station,  but  in  the  summer  is  supplemented  from 
other  .courses,  including  a well  at  Rumfields, 

All  the  Board's  sources  are  wells  or  boreholes  in  chalk,  and  the 
only  treatment  given  is  sterilisation  by  means  of  chlorine.  The  water 
has  no  plumbo  solvent  action. 

The  sanitary  conditions  in  the  gathering  grounds  are  under  constant 
review  as  is  the  quality  of  water  which  is  subject  to  frequent  bacter- 
iological and  chemical  examination. 

Water  consumption  in  the  Board's  area  varies  with  the  season  from 
7 to  13.5  million  gallons  per  day, 

A local  nursery  has  its  own  water  supply,  provided  by  a borehole 
with  an  operating  depth  of  130'  and  a working  capacity,  which  is  limited 
by  licence,  of  2,000  gallons  per  hour. 

Examination  of  Water  Samples: 

Bacteriological  examinations  were  carried  out  at  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Preston  Hall,  Maidstone,  and  chemical  analyses  by  the 
County  Analyst.

Coastal  V/aters 

The  sampling  programme  for  coastal  waters  carried  out  in  conjunc- 
tion with  the  feasibility  study  of  the  G,L,C,  to  discharge  sludge  at  a 
point  some  miles  off-shore  came  to  an  end  in  September  when  their 
survey  was  postponed  for  the  time  being.  This  occasioned  some  dis- 
appointment as  it  was  considered  that  the  results  of  this  survey  were 
still  indeterminate. 

After  some  discussion  it  was  agreed  that  the  sampling  programme 
for  the  three  Thanet  towns  should  be  resumed  with  effect  from  January, 
1970,  but  with  some  modification.  The  number  of  sampling  points  has 
been  reduced,  in  the  case  of  Broadstairs,  from  5 to  3»  and  a sampling 
is  to  take  place  on  alternate  fortnights,  that  is  on  two  consecutive 
Wednesdays  in  the  first  fortnight,  with  no  sampling  during  the  following 
fortnight,  repeating  on  two  consecutive  Wednesdays  again  and  so  on 
throughout  the  year.  In  this  manner  it  is  expected  to  take  full  account 
of  tide  changes.  Samples  will  continue  to  be  examined  at  the  G.L.C. 
laboratories,  and  the  Thanet  authorities  provided  with  the  results  of 
these  examinations. 

Public  Cleansing. 

The  cleansing  services  are  under  the  direction  of  the  Engineer  and 
Surveyor;  these  services  include  drainage  and  sewerage,  the  super- 
vision and  maintenance  of  all  public  conveniences,  and  the  collection 
and  disposal  of  refuse,  salvage,  etc.,  and  I am  indebted  to  him  for  the 
following  particulars  on  these  subjects:- 

Prainage  and  Sewerage; 

Except  for  three  scattered  areas,  main  drainage  is  provided  through- 
out the  Urban  District.  Despite  this,  there  are  many  premises,  estima- 
ted to  number  about  250,  not  connected  to  the  sewer,  and  which  drain 
only  to  a soakaway.  The  Council  has  adopted  a policy  of  requiring  such 
premises  to  be  connected  to  the  sewer,  where  that  is  available,  and  to 
facilitate  this  prodedure  has  offered  loans  over  a period  of  up  to  21 
years  to  cover  the  costs  of  these  connections  and,  in  appropriate  cases, 
has  also  made  Discretionary  Grants  towards  such  costs.  In  addition. 
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it  is  proposed  over  the  next  four  years  to  extend  main  drainage  to  those 
few  areas  without  it.  During  the  year  the  Castle  Avenue/Knight's  Avenue 
area  was  sewered. 

Both  soakaways  and  cesspools  are  emptied  on  request  by  the  Council. 
Where  these  is  no  main  drainage,  no  charge  is  made  for  this  service, 
but  in  all  other  cases  a charge  is  levied.  During  19^9 » ^9  soakaways 
were  abolished. 

In  common  with  many  coastal  towns,  the  disposal  of  sewage  is  to 
the  sea.  The  main  sewers  of  the  town  are  led  to  an  outfall  station  at 
North  Foreland,  where  the  sewage  is  screened  by  means  of  revolving  metal 
screens  before  being  discharged  to  sea.  The  screenings  are  automatically 
raked  into  a maceration  plant,  which  then  feeds  the  treated  screenings 
back  into  the  main  outfall  sewer,  where  they  are  re-screened  before 
discharging  to  sea  through  an  outfall. 

The  outfall  consists  of  two  pipes,  one  of  27  inches  and  the  other 
of  30  inches  in  diameter.  Float  tests  were  made  before  the  original 
outfall  was  built  to  determine  the  effects  of  ciu?rents  and  wind  on  the 
discharge. 

Public  Conveniences: 

There  are  ^3  public  conveniences  maintained  by  the  Urban  District 
Council  - 22  for  males  and  21  for  females. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal; 

House  refuse  is  collected  once  a week  from  all  private  residences 
and  during  the  summer  a twice-weekly  collection  was  again  made  from 
hotels  and  boarding  houses.  Trade  and  garden  refuse,  excluding  builder’s 
rubbish  was  collected  on  a rechargeable  basis.  A charge  of  £1  per  annum 
is  made  to  each  shop  and  office  premises  in  the  district  from  which  trade 
refuse  is  collected. 

The  refuse  collection  fleet  consists  of  four  rear  loading  diesel  units. 

All  refuse  is  handled  at  the  Refuse  Disposal  Works  in  Dane  Valley 
Road.  Dust  and  cinders  are  removed  by  screening,  ferrous  materials  are 
removed  by  a magnetic  separation  unit,  other  salvageable  materials  are 
picked  out  by  hand,  and  the  residue  is  then  incinerated.  Salvaged  tins 
are  pressed  and  baled  and,  together  with  iron,  bones,  rags  and  other 
materials,  are  sold  to  contractors.  The  approximate  sum  of  £^70  was 
realised  in  the  financial  year  1969/70  from  the  disposal  of  these  salvage- 
able materials.  The  baling  of  paper  for  re-sale  by  the  Council  has  been 
discontinued  but  the  baling  shed  is  let  to  an  independent  contractor. 
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Swimming  Baths  and  Pools 

One  public  swimming  pool  was  in  operation  during  1969.  This  is 
an  open  pool  of  86,000  gallons,  the  water  being  supplied  by  the 
Thanet  Water  Board.  Before  entering  the  pool  the  water  is  filtered, 
chlorinated  and  passed  through  an  aeration  fountain. 

In  addition,  there  are  3 pools  provided  by  educational  estab- 
lishments, in  all  of  which  the  water  is  treated  by  chemicals  to 
ensure  bacteriological  cleanliness.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


Milk 


All  milk  sold  in  the  Urban  District  bears  one  or  other  of  the 
Special  Designations  laid  down  by  regulations,  i,e.,  Pasteurised  and 
Sterilised  as  well  as  the  special  quality  milk  known  as  Channel  Island, 
and  all  milk,  of  whatever  designation,  is  subjected  to  heat  treatment. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  33  registered  distributors  in 
Broadstairs,  mostly  retail  shopkeepers. 

As  the  following  tables  shov/^  all  grades  of  milk  are  sampled 
regularly,  and  from  various  points  in  the  chain  of  distribution  - 
roundsmen,  schools,  institutions,  etc.  These  samples  are  subjected  to 
testing  by  (a)  the  Methylene  Blue  Test,  which  gives  an  indication  of 
the  cleanliness  and  keeping  quality  of  the  milk,  (b)  the  Phosphatase 
Test,  which  indicates  whether  or  not  the  milk  has  been  properly  heat 
treated  and  (c)  in  the  case  of  Sterilised  Milk,  to  the  Turbidity  Test, 
to  show  that  the  milk  has  been  properly  sterilised. 

Chemical  /uialysis  of  Milk  Samples; 

Thirty  (30)  samples  of  milk  were  sent  to  the  County  Analyst  for 
chemical  examination,  all  of  which  proved  satisfactory  in  relation  to 
the  legal  composition  of  fats  and  non-fatty  solids.  The  average  compo- 
sition of  samples  over  the  past  three  years  shows  the  following  results :-

In  recent  years  much  prominence  has  been  given  nationally  to  the 
subject  of  cancer  generally,  but  chiefly  in  relation  to  smoking  and 
lung  cancer.  Publicity  material  discouraging  smoking  is  displayed  at 
suitable  sites  throughout  the  Urban  District. 

Early  diagnosis  is  based  largely  on  chest  radiography.  Miniature 
radiography  is  of  considerable  value  in  sorting  out  suspicious  cases  as 
well  as  revealing  numbers  of  unsuspected  cases. 

The  number  of  deaths  occurring  in  the  Urban  District  from  cancer 
of  the  lung  and  bronchus  was  17  males  and  3 females. 

Mass  Radiography  Service 

A survey  by  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit  was  carried  out  in  the  Urban 
District  between  the  27th  June  and  l4th  August,  1969.  Dr.  G.  I.  Rees- 
Jones,  Medical  Director  of  the  I^ss  Radiography  Service  has  supplied  the
